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THE AMERICAN HERITAGE PROJECT 
GETS UNDER WAY IN WISCONSIN 





Since the last report on the American Heritage Le 
(WISCONSIN LIBRARY BULLETIN, July-August, 1952, pp. 182-183) a 
yaa deal has happened. In fact, the project is already eo 
he planning stage and into the training program. We hope to 
have the discussion groups starting early in November. 


The American Library Association allocated $10,000 of its 
grant to the state-wide program under the Free Library Commission 
and almost $3,000 for continuing the program already under way at 
La Crosse. The money is to be used to secure additional per- 
sonnel, provide travel for consultant service, train both  li- 
brarians and discussion group leaders in their responsibilities, 
and to furnish the materials which the participating groups will 
use as a basis for their discussions. These materials include 
books, pamphlets, and films. 


Mr. Botsford has appointed Hannis S. Smith, of the consul- 
tant staff, as director for the state-wide eeceres and employed 
Mr. M. G. Batho as temporary consultant to assist him. Miss 
Muriel Fuller, La Crosse librarian, has appointed Miss Gertrude 
Thurow to direct the project in La Crosse. 


Miss Thurow, Mr. Batho, and Mr. Smith attended a meeting of 
project directors from all over the country, held at the Palmer 
House in Chicago, September 2-5. At this meeting the directors 
from the various states (Vermont, Georgia, North Carolina, Ala- 
bama, Mississippi, Missouri, and Colorado in addition to Wiscon- 
sin) and the individual libraries (La Crosse Public, New York 
Public, Athens Regional, Denver Public, and Los Angeles County 
libraries) met to discuss the planning and operation of the en- 
tire project. They were trained in their responsibilities, re- 
ceived assistance on such matters as planning programs, selecting 
materials, and setting up local discussion groups. 


Immediately following this meeting, when we knew exactly how 
Many groups we could plan for, the participating libraries were 
designated and notified. All libraries which applied could not 
be included. Those which applied but did not receive groups this 
year will be first on the list for any later expansion of the 
program. 


The sages libraries were designated to participate in

As a first step in developing the program in Wisconsin, a 
manual on operation was prepared and issued by the Commission in 
September. Although the manual was especially prepared for the 
participating libraries, it was distributed to all librariesin 
the state in the belief that they would be interested in the pro- 
gram and that the manual would be helpful if the project is ex- 
panded next year, 
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The Training of Librarians and Discussion Leaders 





The first state-wide meeting for participating libraries was 
held at Green Lake following the Wisconsin Library Association 
convention. The librarians Fron all participating libraries and 
members of the Commission staff were present for two sessions 
with Miss Margaret Monroe of the A.L.A. American Heritage Project 
staff for training in their duties and responsibilities and for 
assistance in planning their own local programs. 


On the two following week ends, the discussion group leaders 
from the participating libraries were brought together in 
Milwaukee, There Miss Monroe, assisted by Bob Schacht, trained 
them in techniques of leading group discussion and informed them 
of the methods which will be used to report on their progress and 
evaluation, 


The Materials To Be Used 





Every local discussion group will plan its own program and 
choose its own materials for discussion. The only requirements 
for the materials to be chosen are that they be appropriate to 
the theme of our American Heritage, that they are available in 
print and that they represent a balanced rather than a partisan 
point of view. The only limitations relate to quantity and cost. 
A full set of the materials for one discussion group member must 
not cost more than $10.00 and the Free Library Commission can 
furnish enough for only twenty group members for each partici- 
pating library. All materials will belong to the Traveling Li- 
brary and can be used for programs in other libraries in the future. 


An interesting side light on this matter of materials oc- 
curred at one of the hoger a | sessions. The question was asked 
if a group could use some of the writings of Gerald L. K. Smith. 
Mrs. Grace Stevenson, A.L.A. project director last year, replied 
that they could use such writings if they also included material 
which presented the other side oF the controversy. 


Another interesting event occurred in one of the training 
sessions held last year. The training leader was using, among 
other materials, Gerald Johnson's THIS AMERICAN PEOPLE, which was 
used as basic reading by most of the groups last year. One 
trainee objected to the use of the book Secense he considered it 
a little radical. This led to considerable discussion in the 
training group. The leader, who was Mr. R. E. Dooley of the 
A.L.A. office, explained that this whole thing made a point. The 
purpose of the group discussion program is to stimulate fc 
ful discussion. What happened at this session demonstrated that 
the Johnson book is an excellent one to provoke discussion. 
There is no reason to avoid controversial subjects so long as 
they can be discussed reasonably and bei ang. by informed 
ee emg on a friendly basis. One purpose of the readings is to 

ring light as well as heat to bear on the subject, but the heat 
need not be excluded. 


The Purposes of the Project 





This brings us naturally to the purposes of the project as 
a whole, Its principal reason for being is to strengthen the 
adult education program of the public library by assisting the 
library to promote a program which will interest its patrons by 
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eg es them with a means of talking over with their neighbors 
he important ideas and issues which confront them as citizens 
of the United States. 


In the past year, many people have expressed their opinions 
on what they felt the program had or could do for them. One 
group listed the following as its goals: 


Gaining appreciation and knowledge of our American heri- 
tage 

Free expression and interchange of ideas 

Development of personal maturity 

Clarification of thinking on vital issues 

Development of a sense of responsibility to society 
Stimulation for continued study and thinking 

Satisfying group relationships (fellowship) 

Cooperative exploration of vital problems 

More intelligent and effective individual participation 
in the affairs of local, state, national, and world 
government

Most individual participants all over the country last year 
expressed one or more of these as what they got out of partici- 
pating. 


It cannot be emphasized too strongly that these discussion 
groups are not action groups. Although members may want to take 
community action on some of the problems which are discussed, the 

roups are asked not to take such action as American Heritage 
iscussion groups. The group would not write a letter to a 
congressman, although each of its members as individuals might. 


Planning for Future Development 





Although the number of sponsored discussion groups is 
limited this year, there seems to be no reason why some libraries 
might not want to do something like this on their own, The prin- 
cipal difficulties, or perhaps we should say problems, to be 
faced are getting a skilled leader and providing so many copies 
of books for so long a time to a few borrowers. These difficul- 
ties are not insurmountable. If any library wishes to do this, 
consultant assistance would be available to help plan the local 
project. There may be some libraries not eae gh fully in 
the program this year where there are other types of discussion 
groups and where there are already interested staff members or 
library-minded citizens who already have learned the skills of 
leading a discussion. If enough local library patrons were in- 
terested enough in having a group, interested enough, that is 
to buy their own reading materials to the tune of $5.00 to $10.06 
each, there seems to be no reason why such a library cannot have 
an American Heritage discussion group. All such a library would 
have to do would be to call on the Commission for consultant 
assistance,

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MILWAUKEE BOOKMOBILE DEMONSTRATION 





The Milwaukee Public Library has long felt the need of book- 
mobile service in its city but to date has been unable to con- 
vince its city fathers of the fact. 


This need was proved this summer during the bookmobile demon- 
stration, from May through August, by the number of patrons who 
used the service, the number of Milwaukeeans who for the first 
time took out library cards, and by the pleas for permanent ser- 
vice voiced by the citizens who believed the visits of the book- 
mobile enriched their lives, 


The demonstration, using the bookmobile borrowed from the 
Wisconsin Free Library Commission, which ended September 19, 
further proved that the Milwaukee Public Library system could, 
with a permanent mobile unit, efficiently and effectively provide 
books to areas distantly located from neighborhood libraries, and 
to schools more than nine blocks from a neighborhood library, 


Here are some of the statistics which showed, via the demon- 
stration bookmobile, the need for a permanent bookmobile: 


From May 12 through August 30 the bookmobile circulated 
44,943 books. a that same time the bookmobile issued over 
4,000 library cards to NEW users of the library's facilities. 


Not only did the bookmobile not take away any business from 
present library facilities, but, in fact, facilities that could 
be directly affected showed a more than 50,000 gain in business 
over 1951. This proved that the bookmobile brought a service to 
people who otherwise never would have taken advantage of the 
library's service, The bookmobile proved that it reached people 
who had no other convenient access to the library. 


The circulation of the bookmobile exceeded the circulation 
of the largest neighborhood libraries. For two of the four 
months, and for the partial month of May, its circulation ex- 
ceeded all of the neighborhood libraries, and, in August, when 
service Was already being curtailed because of the problem of re- 
turning books at the close of the demonstration, its circulation 
exceeded all but one of the neighborhood libraries. 


Aside from the fact that Milwaukee is the aay city of com- 
parable size without permanent bookmobile service, here's another 
surprising statistic: After two months of the demonstration ser 
vice, the circulation figures exceeded that of established book- 
mobile service in these cities with which a comparison Was made: 
Boston, Minneapolis, St. Louis, Philadelphia, and New York. 
(Milwaukee took to the bookmobile service!) 


Just one evidence of the need the librarians felt for the 
bookmobile was shown in the more than two hundred hours volun- 
teered by the staff of their ow time to relieve bookmobile per- 
sonnel for their free days. Much of the success of the project 
was due to this willingness on the part of the library's staff. 


Typical of written statements by vociferous and enthusiastic 
patrons of the bookmobile was this: "Please don't let it stop!" 
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ADULT EDUCATION SURVEY 
FOR PUBLIC LIBRARIES 





All public libraries and extension agencies in areas with 
populations of more than 2,500 will receive in October the im- 
portant questionnaire which will largely disclose the extent of 
American libraries' services in the broad field of adult educa- 
tion. 


The. questionnaire, which must now be returned promptly to 
insure its effectiveness, is one of the principal means by which 
the American Library Association is implementing its survey of 
Adult Education Activities of Public Libraries, made possible by 
a grant from the Fund for Adult Education. 


Director of the project is Mrs. Helen Huguenor Lyman, on 
leave from the Buffalo, New York, Public Library, who is widely 
known for her pioneering work in adult education. 


Urging librarians to fill out and return the survey ques- 
tionnaire as soon as possible, Mrs. Lyman said: 


"This is the first time we have been enabled to conduct so 
wide a survey and give virtually every librarian a chance to tell 
the whole story, The questionnaire is designed to elicit a 
maximum of information in the simplest and clearest way. If you 
have not received a questionnaire, wire me immediately at A.L.A. 
headquarters," 


Mrs. Lyman explained that the questionnaire is only one 
phase of the survey, With two field workers, she will conduct 
intensive interviewing and observing during January, February, 
and March as a follow-up to the tabulation of information re- 
ceived from the questionnaires, Then, during April and ey 
there will be further tabulation of all returns, together wi A 
the interviewers' reports. The final phase of the survey will be 
devoted to analysis, presentation of the report, and arrangements 
for publication, 


"Recause of the implications of the survey," Mrs. Lyman 
said, "it was deemed wise to have not only the A.L.A. Adult 
Education and Audio-Visual boards as members of the Policy Com- 
mittee, but also to have representation of each division of 
A.L.A. which is concerned with adult education. In addition, be- 
cause of the relationship of libraries to the general community 
in this field, Malcolm S, Knowles, administrative coordinator of 
the Adult Education Association of the U.S.A., is a member of the 
Policy Committee." 


Especially significant in the organization of the survey, 
Mrs, Lyman pointed out, was the appointment of Dr. Bernard 
Goldman, Department of ns NE University of Buffalo, as con- 
sultant. This appointment, Mr Lyman said, brought to the team 
a prominent expert in survey om statistical work, who could be 
completely objective about the progran. 


The project is under the general supervision of Mrs. Grace 
Thomas Stevenson, A.L.A. associate executive secretary. 


The controlling aim of the survey, according to Mrs. Lyman, 
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is to establish statistical and descriptive facts to provide an- 
swers to the question: "What are the public libraries of the 
country doing in the field of adult education?" That active pro- 
grams exist in many large libraries is lmown, but details are too 
often lacking; altogether absent is any available information on 
library programs throughout the country, Mrs. Lyman said. 


The survey will be concerned with establishing: 


1. ‘The library's service to other adult educational agen- 
cies and to other community groups, civic, church, labor, etc. 


2. The library's leadership in presenting positive and ob- 
jective programs on the issues and problems of the day, and in 
promoting cultural and humanistic programs. 


3, The extent of the library's participation in the adult 
education programs of other existing educational agencies of the 
community. 


4. The methods used and some note of the extent of the 
effectiveness of these methods. 


5. Ways and means of evaluation,

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JOINT COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION 
IN WISCONSIN WORKSHOPS FOR 1952-1953 





The Joint Committee on Education in Wisconsin, composed of 
representatives of sixteen state-wide organizations and five 
state departments with educational interests, has as one of its 
purposes the planning of education workshops at various points in 
the state, where local citizens may have the opportunity of dis- 
cussing their own problems in this field as well as those that 
affect the entire state. Both the Wisconsin Library Association 
and the Free Library Commission are represented on this commit- 
tee. 


The member organizations which are locally represented form 
a committee to handle the workshop, which may be an all-day af- 
fair, an afternoon and evening project, or a single session. One 
group usually takes the lead in sponsoring it, inviting the par- 
icipation of the others. 


The Workshop Committee of the Joint Committee on Education 
in Wisconsin helps in the planning, finds a key speaker or two, 
and sends a_ representative, if desired, to meet with the local 
groups beforehand to complete arrangements.

In this suggested bibliography the committee was careful to 
do two things: @1) to suggest titles of some general collections 
of North American botnanes and anthologies which may be available 
for purchase, and (2) to make some suggestions of types of liter- 
ary material pertinent to the North erican scene which may be 
said to be acceptable as "folklore" and which might be used by 
the individual contestants. 


Because the meaning of the term "folklore" has for long been 
in dispute the committee has interpreted the term to mean mater- 
ial, either oral or literary, that is indigenous to the lifeof 
any of the regions of North America and which faithfully presents 
the manners, customs, legends, and cultures of the people of 
those regions in any period of our history.
